4. Disqualification. — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse livtng; or 

(b) who having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government, may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Powers to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in con- 
sultation with Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reserva- 
tions, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Schodulcd CaBtes, the Scheduled 
Tribes and other special categories of persons in accord- 
ance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to -time in this regard.

S roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
ereby makes the following rules regulating the method of

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such persons and the other party to the 
marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to Relax. — Where the Central Government is 
of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and on con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect of any 
class or category of persons.

G.S.R. 1301. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession of (a) the 
Directorate General of Supplies and Disposals (Regional Offices— Class IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 1968, (b) the Directorate General 
of Supplies and Disposals (Regional Inspection Offices- Class IV posts) Recruitment Rules, 1971 and (c) the Directorate of Supplies and 
Disposals, Calcutta (Franking Machine Operator) Recruitment Rules. 1975, the President hereby makes the following rules regulating 
the method of recruitment to Group ‘D’ posts in the Office of the Directorate General of Supplies and Disposals, in the Regior.il Supplies, 
Disposals ano Inspection Offices at Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, Kanpur, New Dehli, Jamshedpur and Burnpur, namely 

1. Short title and commencement, — (1) These rules may be called the Directorate General of Supplies and Disposals (Regional 
Supplies, Disposals and Inspection Offices) at Calcutta, Bombay, Madras, Kanpur, New Delhi, Jamshedpur and Burnpur (Group D posts) 
ecrultmcnt rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.— These rules shall apply to the posts specified in column 2 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scales of pay. — The number of the posts, their classification and the scales of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 3 to 5 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc.-—' The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said posts shall be as specified in columns 6 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

5. Liability of persons appointed as Peons to undergo training as Home Guards.— Notwithstanding anything contained in these 
rules, every porson appointed as a peon under those rules shall undergo training as a Home Guard for a period of three years : 

Provided that the Commandant-General, Home Guards, may, having regard to the performance of, and standard of training achieved 
by any person during the period of training reduce such period to two years for reasons to be recorded in writing. 

6. Disqualifications. — No person.— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living; or 
Cb) who, having a spouse living, has entered into Or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall lx: eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriago is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

7. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government Is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order, 
and Er rets ms to b; rec'vdcd m writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

8. Saving.— Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxations of age limit and other concessions required to bo prov’ded 
for candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons, in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time t: time in this regard.

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Aircraft Amendment Rules, 1981, 

2. They shall come into fbrwo on the 1st April, 1981. 

3. In the Aircraft Rule*, 1937, in Schedule V for Paragraph I in Section B,.the following paragraph shall be substituted, namely -- 
•’I. LANDING CHARGES : 

Total weight of the aircraft Landing charges for the single landing 

(T) International flights : —

GAR, 1303. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (1) of section 47 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890 
(9 of 1890), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules, further to amend the Open Lines (Railways 
in India) General Rules, 1929, namely : — 

(1) These rules may be called the Open Lines (Railways 
in India) General (Amendment) Rules, 1980. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

(3) In Part 1 of the Open Lines (Railways in India) Gene- 
ral Rules, 1929, for rule 13, the following rule shall be 
substituted, namely : 

“13. Callipg-on signals — their description and indications : 

(1) A Calling-on Signal is a subsidiary signal which has 

no independent aspect in the ‘on’ position and 
shall be- — 

(a) a short square ended semaphore arm, or 

(b) a miniature colour light provided with a ‘C marker. 

(2) A Calling-on signal, where provided, shall be fixed 
below a Stop signal governing the approach of a 
train. Under approved special instructions, a 
Calling-on signal may be provided below any 
other Stop signal except the last Stop signal. 

(3) A Calling-on signal, when taken ‘off, calls on the 
Driver of a train to draw ahead with caution, 
after the train has been brought to a stop even 
though the Stop signal above it Is ‘on’ and Indi- 
cates to the Driver that he should be prepared to 
stop short of any obstruction. 

(4) The indications of semaphore arm CalUng-on signal 

shall bo as follows : — 

(i) the horizontal position of the arm constitutes the 
’on’ position and at night the signal shall show no 
light in the ’on’ position; 

fii) in two aspect semaphore signalled territories, the 
inclined position of the arm lowered to an angle 
from 45 degree to 60 degree below the horizontal, 
or, at night, the showing of a miniature green light 
constitutes the ’off* position; and 

(iii) in multiple-aspect semaphore upper quadrant sig- 
nalled territories, the inclined position of the arm 
raised to an angle of 45 degree above the hori- 
zontal, or, at night, the showing of a mlnature 
yellow light constitutes the ‘off* position. 

(5) The indications of colour light Calling-on signal shall 
be ns follows : — 

(i) in two-aspect colour light signalled territories, a 
Calling-on signal shall show no light In the *on’ 
position and a miniature green light in the ‘off 
position ; and 

fii) in multiple-aspect colour light signalled territories, 
a Calling-on signal shall show no light in the ‘on’ 

, position and a miniature yellow fight in the 
'off position. 

Note : — The ‘on position’ of a Calling-on signal indicates 
that Driver shall obey the aspect of the Stop 
Signal.”
